JOHNSON GOES ON QUAKER 
MISSION TO MIDDLE EAST 


WRECKERS MAKE SHORT 
WORK OF OLD STATION 


Paul B. Johnson, 720 Skyland Drive, will leave by air today 
on the first leg of his “mission to the Middle East.” 

The Sierra Madrean is embarking on what he terms “an ex¬ 
ploratory trip” to see if the American Friends Service Committee 
can do anything to carry along further the refugee program 

started by the Quakers and the 
United Nations last year. 

Mr. Johnson, who was field 
director of the Quaker admin¬ 
istrative job for the UN in the 
Middle East, has been commis¬ 
sioned now to discover what, if 
anything, can be done to better 
conditions of the thousands of 
war-displaced peoples in the 
Jordan, Lebanon, Syrian, and 
Egyptian areas. 

“The United Nations is car¬ 
rying on the program,” he said, 
“but actually can do little else 
but feed these refugees and 
keep them alive. The Friends 
are concerned that they still 
are in displaced persons camps 
and that there have been no 
efforts for a permanent re-set¬ 
tlement and rehabilitation.” 

In London, Mr. Johnson will 
meet another AFSC worker, Mi¬ 
chael Rowntree of Oxford. To¬ 
gether, they will travel on to 
Bay Route, headquarters in the 
Middle East, and see if a new 
Quaker project can be started. 

Mr. Johnson will report his 
findings to the AFSC headquar¬ 
ters in Philadelphia—probably 
after a stay abroad of three or 
four months. 

If it is decided to launch a 
project, Mrs. Johnson will join 
her husband in this work.

If we seem to dwell on the 
street repair project, it’s be¬ 
cause we’ve been able to con¬ 
centrate on little else all week. 
It was so much fun watching 
that pre-mix spreader Tuesday 
that Publisher Mrs. Idhe E. 
Ward feared the NEWS never 
would come out. 


Reflecting the dramatic up¬ 
surge of polio in the Southland, 
Sierra Madre this week has 
two known cases. 

Both local cases apparently 
have been caught in time, the 
youthful patients are showing 
improvement. 

One, Charles R. Thomas, age 
114, the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Thomas, 321 W. Carter, 
is considered out of danger and 
has started therapeutic treat¬ 
ments at the Sister Kenney 
Home in El Monte. Charles, the 
grandson of Mr. and Mrs. Lee 
Shippey, was stricken Aug. 17. 
Preliminary treatment was at 
Los Angeles County General 
Hospital. His mother reports he 
is doing "fine.” 

The other polio victim in Si¬ 
erra Madre is Patricia Buckner, 
6, a pupil at City School and 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Foster Buckner, 62 Olive. 

Patricia was taken ill last 
Thursday and is under treat¬ 
ment at General Hospital. Her 
father reports her condition so 
far is “good,” with no signs 
of paralysis. 

Dr. Chester Burski, county 
health officer, said Monday 
that these two are the only in¬ 
fantile paralysis cases in Sier¬ 
ra Madre at present.

Nearly Done 
Downtown 


Registration of kindergarten 
and other new pupils at Sierra 
Madre City School will be con¬ 
ducted next week, Sept. 4 to 7, 
and two days of the following 
week. Sept? 11 and 12. 

Charles A. Skutt, superinten¬ 
dent of schools, pointed out 
that the school offices will be 
closed the Mondays of Sept. 3 
(Labor Day) and Sept. 10 (Ad¬ 
mission Day holiday). 

The superintendent explain¬ 
ed that a three months’ age 
difference will affect kinder- 
garen and first-grade pupils 
who register late for the fall 
semester—on or after Sept 22. 

At that date, in compliance 
with California state legisla¬ 
tion, children must be at least 

4 years, 9 months old to enter 
Kindergarten, and 5 years, 9 
months old for entrance in first 
grade. 

At present and for pupils en¬ 
tering when the semester be¬ 
gins Thursday, Sept. 13, the old 
law still is in effect— 4 years, 
6 months for kindergarten, and 

5 years, 6 months for first 
grade.

Whether we have enjoyed it 
or not, this has been a very 
warm summer. With it, of 
course, is the extreme dryness 
which in turn produces fire 
danger.

One little flame will develop 
into a river of flame in less 
time than it takes Andy Lis¬ 
combe to get to the fire trucks. 

Once the brush is burned 
from the hills, we will be very 
lucky if a winter and spring 
of hard rains avoid us. Ordi¬ 
nary rains may not cause loo 
much trouble—but once the 
ground is soaked, the continu¬ 
ous rain will wash the top soil 
off the hills and into the back 
yards, etc. 

It is a serious matter. We 
need to think about it and do 
something about it. We can 
help by being very careful and 
alert for those who are not. 
Many drivers are thoughtless 
of the danger of tossing alight¬ 
ed cigarette from a vehicle. 
Even though it may be within 
a city’s limits, it is still a bad 
habit. An ash tray in the car 
is there to use and we urge 
drivers to use them as a habit. 

We are not free of fire dan¬ 
ger in the residential and busi¬ 
ness districts. It is really sur¬ 
prising, (after so many serious 
fires have occurred throughout 
the country,) how many well 
respected citizens and business 
managers permit hazardous 
conditions to develop. 

The fire department mem¬ 
bers are proud of the low fire 
loss of Sierra Madre and would 
like to retain it. Full credit is 
given to the residents for their 
cooperation in the past. 

The fire department is com¬ 
posed of men who are all very 
busy at their own bread-and- 
butter jobs. They give much 
time of their own to prevent 
fire, but they cannot give suf¬ 
ficient time to cover the area 
entirely. 

Those who are aware are 
asked to spread the word to 
others by asking them to work 
with the fire department before 
attempting any open burning. 
Remember the BEST WAY to 
fight fire is to PREVENT FIRE.

realm of pure thought which is 
the spiritual source . . . the 
supplier, first to our sub-con¬ 
scious, then through the con¬ 
scious, workings of our minds. 

It is self-realization of this 
spiritual truth which has en¬ 
abled thousands of alcoholics 
to claim a new way of life 
through the media of their 
Fellowship. Please understand, 
I do not intend to refer repeat¬ 
edly to this anonymous pro¬ 
gram of alcoholics, nor do I 
seek to identify it with our 
Clinic of Sierra Madre, either 
one with the other. However, 
one “long last look”—a minute 
analysis and inspection of 
their cause and effect, can be 
nothing less than inspirational. 

Consider what has hap¬ 
pened! Alcoholism—drinking 
—uncontrolled and devastating

body and an obsession of both 
conscious and sub-conscious 
mind. This imperfection has 
been picked up, dissected, an¬ 


alyzed, and remolded into a 
Key of Understanding. In ef¬ 
fect, a cruel defect of character 
becomes the very tool for ef¬ 
fecting its own elimination 
from our lives. 

Can this be considered in 
any other light than a mir¬ 
acle? Truly, the founders of 
the anonymous movement 
must have been under spiritual 
guidance in their work. And 
along with the application of 
divine principles, they evolved 
a great new truth, a discovery 
more earth in nature. 

We are all familiar with 
many everyday sayings or idi- 
cms, such as "set a thief to 
catch a thief,” “like begets 
life,” “misery loves company,” 
etc. They came up with their 
own priceless realization that 
"like UNDERSTANDS like!" 
The impact of that principle is 
the dynamic reasoning that 
makes the miracle of alcohol¬ 
ics’ rehabilitation. 

Of even greater significance 
is the application of that por¬ 
tion of Jesus’ “Sermon On the 
Mount” where He instructs us 
to “let your light shine before 
men, that they may see thy 
good works. . And earlier in 
the same sermon ...

ceive the good life, but we 
won’t continue to enjoy it on a 
permanent basis unless we try 
to pass on to others, the good 
we have received. Thus the 
alcoholic considers his greatest 
insurance of continuing his 
good way of life lies in trying 
to help other alcoholics be¬ 
come receptive to the spiritual 
understanding which he al¬ 
ready has gained. This is the 
underlying reason for mush¬ 
rooming of the anonymous 
program . , ^ t his mass-produc¬ 
tion of a miracle. 

As I promised you, the fore¬ 
going will be the last direc ref¬ 
erence to Alcoholics and the 
manner in which we have 
overcome our shortcoming, but 
the reader can see why it was 
necessary to study our case. 

As stated in the first article, 
I decline to concede that we 
are a “Chosen People” . . . 
that ours is the only type of 
problem that can be corrected 
through an understanding of 
spiritual values. The very 
“tools” we use are so bizarre 
they must be given every 
chance to prove out in other 
ways. Imagine! . . . Taking 
a defect of character . . . your 
worst specific fault, and turn¬ 
ing it into the greatest asset 
you can ever own !! That is 
the sole purpose of your Clinic 
of Sierra Madre.

can park one car on each side 
of the street at the scene of the 
fire. This will take up twice 
the parking space of one car. 
Your neighbor, who should be 
right behind you, can then 
park his car in the middle of 
the street. 

4. Whatever you do, don’t fail 
to get to the fire before the 
fire trucks do. (This is impera¬ 
tive as it blocks the street 
nicely and creates a lot of 
confusion.) 

5. In case you are unavoid¬ 
ably detained and other dam- 
phools already have the street 
blocked when you arrive, dash 
madly back and forth in the 
vicinity, creating just as much 
of a traffic hazard as you can. 

6 . In case you are among the 
first to arrive and find your¬ 
self hemmed in by the cars of 
other idiots, it is wise to sud¬ 
denly decide you have to leave 
there. This can effectively be 
done by madly going ahead 
and backing up a few times
